Each fiscal year, the legislature appropriates $400,000 to the Trial Judges from the Criminal Justice Fund. 

Fund 3063, Trial Judge Budget Contingency Fund, was established in House Bill 702 of the 2009 Regular Session.  In
FY2011, $1,100,000 was transferred into this account from the Administrative Office of Court's Drug Court Fund to
offset the normal operating expenditures of the Trial Judges.

Fund 3054, Trial Judge Criminal Justice Fund, was established in Senate Bill 3078 of the 2002 Regular Session. 

Each fiscal year, the legislature appropriates $400,000 to the Trial Judges from the Criminal Justice Fund.

Personal Services - Salaries

Personal Services - Travel
